1. claim 1 

Dl disclosed an infrared touch screen photoelectric detecting and positioning system comprising decoding 
driver of transmitting tube 2, infrared transmitting tube array 3, infrared receiving tube array 4, decoding 
switch of receiving tube 5, filtering circuit 6 and interface circuit 8(page 3, paragraph 4 and fig.l). D2 
disclosed an infrared touch screen control circuit having serial A/D converter 518, microprocessor 512 and 
program memory 513(fig.5). Dl and D2 disclosed all the features of claiml. The solution proposed in claim 
1 of the present application thus can not be considered as involving an inventive step(Article 33(3) PCT). 

2. claim 5 

D3 disclosed an infrared touch displayer, in which around the display screen is provided with a mask frame 
201, color filtering material 207 is set in a gap 206, and circuit board 202 is perpendicular to the screen 
plane and set in the mask frame 201(page 2, page 3 and fig.2). So claim 5 does not meet the requirement of 
Article 33(3) PCT concerning inventiveness. 

3. Claim 2-4 and claim 6-10 are qualified for the standards under PCT 33(2)-(3). 

4. Claim 1-10 are qualified for the standards under PCT 33(4). 
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
